Nbw York, March 11.—AU Brooklyn 
was in mourning to-day over the death 
of Henry Ward Beeeher. 
The public 
offices were closed, business was entire- 
ly suspended and memorial services 
were held in a large number of churches. 
In the vicinity of Plymouth church, 
while a vast crowd of people were gath 
ering outside the chnrch, the lady mem- 
bers of the congregation were working 
like beavers within, dressing the pulpit 
and casket with flowers. 


The whole interior is turned into a 
perfect flower garden and the fragrant 
perfume of the roses pervades the air. 
The walls, galleries and organ were cov- 
ered with evergreens, palms and oalla 
lillies. 
The reading desk was covered 
with vines, as was also the chair in 
which Mr. Beeeher sat for so many 
years. 
In the center of the organ loft 
was a floral emblem in the shape of a 
triangle, on top of which were perched 
two white doves with white ribbons on 
their bills. 
The facade of the gallery 
was covered with plants. 
The pulpit 
was loaded down with flowers and floral 
emblems sent by friends and different 
organizations. 


The casket was placed on a catafalque 
of white roses, white carnations and 
smilax directly in front of the reading 
desk. S. v. White and several ladies 
devoted their time before the doors 
opened in covering the casket with lil- 
lies of the valley, eucharist roses, smilax, 
maidenhairs, tube roses, and French 
moss. When they finished not a vestige 
of the black cloth covering of the casket 
oould be seen. There was nothing to 
indicate the presence of death except the 
stillness which prevailed in the room 
and hushed the conversation of the 
workers. 


The church had more the apperanoe of 
a wedding than a funeral. It was nearly 
10 o'clock before the doors were thrown 
open to those who been waiting without 
impatiently for nearly three hours. Mrs. 
Beeeher was in the church for a few 
minutes before the doors were opened 
and left with her sons, before the crowd 
entered. The family pew was filled with 
flowers. 


At 10:30 Bev. Dr. Charles H. Hall, 
accompanied by Bev. S. B. Halliday, 
entered the church and Dr. Hall com- 
menced to read the Protestant Episcopal 
burial services. During the delivery of 
Dr. Hall's oration there was not a dry 
eye in the house and several times he 
was compelled to stop for a time to gain 
control of his voice. After the conclu- 
eion of the services the public was ad- 
mitted to view the body.

But the Fiftieth Congresi^i is Likely To 
he Called Together in October. 


ON THE MAKE. 


A Decatur Councilman is Nipped in the 
Bud by the Mayor. 


Dkoatur, Ind., March 11.—J. H. 
Stone, councilman from the Second 
ward of this city, has tendered his res 
ignation to the mayor to take effect at 
once. He assigns his reason for so do- 
ing on account of Mayor Heller refusing 
to sign an order the council allowed him 
for $200 for tile furnished the city. The 
mayor refused to sign the order on the 
ground that it is contrary to the statutes 
for a councilman to furnish supplies to 
the city while he is a member of the 
council. Stone brought suit in the Ad- 
ams circuit court to compel him to sign 
the order. The judge withheld his de- 
cision until the next term of court. 
If 
the decision is against Heller he will ap- 
peal to the supreme court, and if Stone 
is defeated he wiU do the same. 


WiLSHiNOTON, March, 11.—Democratic 
members of congress; and others who 
have aecess to the president and means 
of knowledge on the subject, do not 
believe that there is any possibility 
an extra session of congress now. The 
prevalent impression, as gathered by 
Siar reporter from conversations with 
members of congress, is that the fiftieth 
congress will be called to order in the 
fall, perhaps in October, in order that 
some of the important legislation 
come before it may be matured early. 
It is a well known fact that congress 
scarcely ever does any business until 
after the holiday recess. In view of the 
fact that the questions of revenue and 
taxation, or fortifications and others of 
great public interest must receive atten- 
tion at the next session, it is thought 
that the president will call a session to 
begin in the fall, and that it will rnn 
along into the regular session. 


Washington, March 11.—The break- 
ing of the senatorial deadlock in New 
Jersey, resulting in the election of Mr. 
Blodgett, and the appointment of Finlay 
and Lucas from Florida and West Vir- 
ginia, 
completes the]^ list of United 
States senators as it will stand during 
at least a portion of the fiftieth congress. 
The outgoing senate stood: republicans, 
41; democrats, 34; Riddleberger, in- 
dependent. 1. The incoming body wil] 
stand: republicans. 38; democrats, 37; 
independent, 1. The changes result 
from democratic gains in four states— 
California, Indiana, New Jersey and 
Virginia, and a loss in Nevada, where 
Stewart, 
republican, succeeds 
Fair, 
democrat.
